folds allotted to the King and Queene,burthat there 
wasa little partition which fepararedrhem , areſpet 
as due torhe Illuftrious Prince of 'Ex'G L ax, the 
choſen Spouſe'of her Higlineſle, asdeſeru'd in his af. 
&&ion; which lighting on fo ſuperiour an obicct, 
might ſeeme to-bee offended with any interpoſition 
r0 hiseye. | The renowned. Infanpta Lady Maris fe- 
conded, andaugmented this fauvur ; being clothed 


forthus Feftiuitie; in the Princes colours, inwhite, 


asan vnſpotted Doue, after the Maicſtic of Zngland; 
Themanes of her Coach-horſes were twiſted vvirh 
blue Tibbands'; A demiſe ofthe. Noble Fleece ofher 
future Spouſe r all theſe being preniiſes, which ſeeme 
ta. giucaffurancc of what hath becac treated pots 
e391 There: 
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Thereaccompanied the Lady 1nfanta, the Lord Don 
Fernands, her brother, clothed in-Romane Purple, 
that radient Sunne ofthe Church, cuen as his Siſter 
is the reſplendent beames of true beauty. The 
Queene,our Lady,came in a'Chaire of State,ſuppor- 
ted by mens hands, with her vſuall ſtare and magnifi- 
cence : whom there followed, as the Stars the grea- 
terlight,the Minions and.Ladies, bringing with her 
the peoples beneditions. His Maieſtie, and their 
Highneſles din'd this day in-publicke, in the ſpacious 
Halles of the Panaderia: and about two in the after» 
noone, came in Coach into the Market-place, our 
Lord the King, the Prince of Wales, and the Lord 1x. 
fante Don Carlos, braue with grauity, and graue in 
brauery, The King came apparreMed indlacke, with 
his Brother, and the Illuſtrious Prince in white: their 
habits diaided in faſhion, halfe after the Engliſh, and 
halfe after the Spaniſh manner; they entred the Scaf- 
foldes, his Maieſtic giuing the right hand, as alwaies 
- he did, to the Prince. Foure and twentie Charriots 
(being inuented moucable groues, and Fountaines 
brought to that place) began to diſperſe of their li- 
quors, after the vſuall manner :. and about halfean 
houre paſt two, the Marqueſle of Rentin hauing dif- 
miſſed it, and Dox Fernando chebas,; with requiſite 
eallantrie andauthority, required in ſuch ſolemni. 
tics, by the Gate that iſſues out into the Imperiall 
Street, cauſing much delight, and awakingall mens 
deſires, Leonardo, Sergeant Trumpet to his Malcſty, 
entered, richly clad, and on horſebacke, whom fol-

their Pennons, as glorious and entire as could be 
made, in the moſt famous triumph of the world. 
Then followed the Kings Querrie, all the Kings Ri- 
ders, his Pages, and Officers leading the way, vnco- 
nered, before a rich Horſe, on which his Maieſtie 
was to runne, all exceeding braue and gallant : there 
came foure Groomes of the Stable, foure Farriers, 
with Powches of Crimoſine Veluer, and in them 
whatſocuer was requiſite for the ſhooing of Horſes, 
twelue Lacqueys of note, & f1xtic horſcs of a brown 


bay, white and blacke trappings, with muzzlers of 


filaer, mixt white and blacke, couered with horſe- 
clothes of new and freſh Crimoſin Veluet, there be- 
ing embroidred on them in cloth of Gold, the name 


of Philip the 4. & his Royall Armes,with cdgings of 


filke and gold, and frindge of the ſame : A Lacquey 


led euery Horſe with the right hand, in a Liuerie of 


carnation Sattin, hoſe and iacket laid with filuer and 
black ſilke lace, the forepart and bottome being cut 
vpon filucrtynſell, black hats, filuer hat-bands, car- 
nation and black Plumes, Sleeues of Cloth of filuer, 
and filuer Furniture. There came forth forty Yong-

of fine Wood, in-laid with Lifts of Ebony , coue- 
red with carnation Taffata, with frindges of gold 
and ſiluer, - There followed this glorious fight, an- 
other no lefle ſumptuous,of twelue Mules laden with 
bunches of Canes, couered ouer with cloathes of 
crimſon Veluer, and vpon it richly imbroidered, the 
Royall Armes, head-ſtalles of Silke , bits of Siluer, 
Pettrels, and Bridles of the ſame ;'on the ſides and. 
fore-parts of the Mules, and on the tops of their 
heads and Saddles, were ſet carnation and blacke 
plumes, ſtrip't with ſiluer, which ſeem'd Mountaines ' 
of feathers, caft oucr with gold : with cuery one of 
them there went a Groome,or Youth, ina Livery of 
the Lacqueys; all which, to the admiration of. this 
order,and equipage, added a pleaſure and delight to 
the view, Preſently with the ſame order, and equi- 
page, entred the horſes of other troupes , the ſhew 
of the towne following , and the reſt jof the Gen- 
tlemen, as their lot fell out, as betweene fo great 
Princes to auoid diſcontentments of precedencie, it 
was agreed, 


The honourable Towne of Hadrid , ſent forth In 
foure Trumpets on horſebacke , with capariſons of qzy

the Trumpeters in Cafſocks of the ſame ; blacke

Preſently then entred the Admirall of Cafliles 
Troupe, with the ſame Maieſtic and Greatnefle, as 
vpon all occaſions his Excellencic is accuſtomed :

Naples:'and the Galley whereinthey came being 
ſunke;after a yeeres ſpace, the Trunk wherein they 
came,was {eene in thewater, which being known 
to belong to the Conde, 1obn Andrea Doria (ent it 
him; 2 miractious accident, and which approucs 
the certaintie of reliques, a pious and diſcreet pre- 
ſent ypon'fuch ag occaſion,& to ſuch perſons: ſhe 
alſo had Glones & handkerchictes for themjn ca- 
binets of Rock-chriſtal, wrought with.gold, Paſts 
to be caten, in glaſſes of the ſame: & apples of ſweet 
waters,all chriſtall,and gole, and being moſt wiſc 
and diſcreet, togiue full contentment to his Maic- 
ſty, ſhe procured that inthe Monaſtery ofthe ho. 
ly Trimtie,the holy Sacrament ſhould be opened; 
with 
which his. Maieſtic, and Highnes humbly adord , 
fromthe Comnreſles window, ſhewing the deuo. 


tion which the Houle of Azf74 cucr had, Ar the

to the Colinteſle, when ſhee was Vice-Queene of 


ſolemnirie of lights and Ornaments,

Counteſſes ſtaires, there receiued his Maieſt ie the 
Ladies of Z#n#124, and the firſt that kiſt his hand, 

was the Counteſle of Monte. Rey, whom the King 
honoured, with laying his armes vpon her; the 
Lady of Nzexa, and the Marquiſeſſe of Flores Da- 

#i/a did the like, the Ladie of _Alcannizas, 8& the 
two Counteſles of Santifkeuar, and de 'Villa- MX. 
lonſo, to whom his Maieftic vouchſafed the cour-. 
teſte he viually ſheweth co Ladies ; and ſo paſling 

throughthe midſt of them all, hee went directly 
to the Quarter of the Counteſſe 4e Miranda,where 
her Excellencic atrended; and being ſaluted by his 
Maieſtic, ſhe made ſure for his hand to kifle, with 
a briefe and modeſt diſcourſe, manifeſting the fa- 
uour that herein ſhe receiued. 

- After this - his Maieſtie went to- maske him- 
ſelfe,into his owne Quarter, where they had pla- 
ceda Royall Table, furniſh't with all manner of 
Conſerues, about fortie Plates and diſhes of Sil- 
uer, with dry'd Suckers, and roſe-ſugar confeRi- 
ons of cight ſeuerall ſorts. The King taſted ſome 
of them, and'commanded it ſhould ſtill MNand rea- 

dy prepared till they returned from-running; All 
this -paſſed in' the Counteſles houſe', which be- 
ing ſo worthy tobe imparted 'tothoſe curious ro 
learne and know, I thoughr good in this diſcripti- 
on, ro make a digrefſion from ſerting downe the 
Feſtinitie.” And nogreat wonderthat Pi-bp the 
fourth thus honoured the Counteſle of Miranda, 
knowing that wiſe Phzlip the ſecond, his Grand- 
father, didas much, when thee was Vice-Queene 
of Barcclons, being accompanied with RE" 
90 C. 3 -. 
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Infantaes, Lady 7/abella, and Lady Catalina, when 
the Count had the Duke of Sanoya'tor his gueſt, 
and the greateſt part of his Court, tor foure mo- 
neths in his own houſe andat his charges, imita- 
ting in theſe fauours, Philip thethird, the vertuoue 
his Father,who in Ya//odolid {upped in the Coun- 
reſſes houle, when the Duke was married, who's 
Duke of Pennaranda, fauours duc ynto his Hiuſtri- 
ous Houſe and Lady. The Caves were now ſorted 
out, the Drummes, Trumpets, and his Maieſties 
Muſicians going before them, by the Streetes of 
the Relators, and CAtocha, cuen to the Market. 
place; and before theirentring it; Don Auguſtin 
Mexia,and Don Fernando Gyron, ofthe Councell 
of State and Warre to his Maicſtie, being valiaft 
Souldiers, as allmen know, made their Entries , 
as Patrons of the Cares,to preſentthem to his Ma- 
ieſtie , and Highneſles ; preſently came in all the 
Muſicke, taking their places, when his Maicſtic, 
whomGod preſerue for many yeeres,entred,run- 
ning againſt the Count de Oliuares (a deſerued ho- 
nour of ſo fairhfull a Prince) mounted on two 
brown bay horſes, withſuch dexterity and force, 
and ſo inftly encountering in _cuery-reſpeR; that 
the carth enuying ſo equal a ſhock, remained with 
the immpreſhions and prints in it of this Carreere, 
making tootſteps in the ſand, as a paterne and ex- 
ample for ſuch as are accuſtomed tothat exerciſe, 
and ſhall hereafter follow in the ſame place. Ar 
the Kings running,his Maieſtie and their Highneſ. 
ſes, with the Counccllors of the place, made a 
complementall Recognition.

Lord 1»fante Doy Carlos, renewing in the valour 
of his tender yeceres, the memoriall of his great 
Grandfather, and the Marqueſſe of Carpioran a- 
painſt him, as cuer he vſeth todo.

Marqueſle, 8& with him ran Sant E#tinan, Don lay- 
me de Cardenas encloſing the Troupe, brotherto 


the Duke of Maqueda, and the Count Portalegre, 
The veſtiments of his Maieſtie, and the Lord 1. 
Fante, were rich and coſtly, with Spaniſh Capes 
and Caſlocks of Carnation Sattin, embroidred 
with blacke filke and gold, white frizled fleeues, 
and Plumes carnation & black, andanſwerable to 
the Kings colours,was all the reſt of his Squadrs; 
By and by ran the Nobilitic of the Towne of Ma- 
arid, faithfull ſeruants to his Maieſtic ; againſt 
whom,came Don 1nan de Caſtilla,their Corregiaor, 
and. Don"Lorenzo ae Olinares, Don Pedro deT orres, 
and Doy Chriftoual de Medina ſeconding thern, 


all three Regidors, Antonio de Herrera, and Don TheTowne, 


Franciſco de Garnica, maintaining the courles;and 
Don Gaſpar ae Guzman, and Dos Sebaſtian de Con- 
treras,ending the Squadron,al in the habite of Se. 
James, Their Liuerie was of orange-coloured Sat=- 
tin, embroidred with leancs of Siluer plates of S1l- 
uer,& blacke filke, Boners withirich Ening forks 
and fairely ſpred with Orange-eolour'd Plumes. 
Prefantly ran the Lord Duarte, withthe Count 
of Yillamor, the encounter was braue, Dop Anto- 
nio- de: Meneſes, and the Count Penafior maintai- 
nedit, there ſeconded them, Doi Rodrige Pimen 
tel, and the Count S anonreſtro, andthe Mages 
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of Malagon,and the Duke of Yeragras, ended this 
Squadron. Their Liuverie was rich- and fightly, 
Cape and Caſlocks of tawny Sattin, embroidred 
with filuer and blue, cut vponiluer tynſcll, with 
white Pennons; and tawny Plumes, 

By and by after,ran the-Countof Tena/l/la,and 
the Marqueſlſe of Aondejar his Father, the Duke 
of 1nfantado' beginning the firſt courſe of the 
Squadron, with rheir accuſtomed fpirit and va- 


tree, andthe Father afliſting his Son, and giuing 
him his right hand. De Cornnna, and Yillar ſecon- 
ded them, and with rare equality, des Annoger,and 
de la Penbla, the Marqueſle of Belmar, and Don 
Diego Hurtado de Mendoza,Corregidor of T oleds, 
ending this Squadron. The Duke ran not with 
the Canes, both in reſpe of his venerable yeeres, 
25 alſo for ſome other indiſpolition of body, Their 
Liueric was fanraſticall,” Capes and ribbons 
of black damask, embroidred with bras -h worke 
of filuer, cut ypon Tynſcll, with white and black 
Plumes: The valour of the T oledos, conteſted in 
ſome ſort with rhe force of the Mendo7aes, rhe 
Marqueſle of Zelads, and the'Lord of Higares be.

plauſe of the people heſhewes vponall ſuch occa. 
fions. In imitation of him, followed Der Luis 
Ponce, Nephew to the Duke of 1rcos, and Don 
Franciſco de Eraſo , and ſo maintaining that which 
was well begunne, there followed Dor TAnione 
de Auilaand Tolede,Connt of Kiſce,with the oy 
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de la Hortajada : Riſco,asatall other times, performed 
it brauely : Laſt of all, te conclude the reſt, which was 
good, Don Pedro de Toledo, with Don Diego de Foleds 
& Guzman, ended this Squadron, Their Lineric was, 
Capes of Cloth of gold, yponthe Gold embroidred 
with filuer, Ribbons ef cloth of Siluer, embroidered 
vvithgold ; ſmall wreath'd hat-bands, and Bonnets 


with whitc Plumes, with blacke {prjgges, and open

The laſt T oldeves had ſcarce finiſhed theircourſes, 
when, to continue admiration and delight, there en- 


tred the Admiral, and the Marqueſle of Alcanizas,a 7% 


wotthy couple, ro renowne andcelebrate the place, 
by the ſound their horſes made, with the (gold twi- 
ſted in their manes and tayles. De T abarra, & Count 
de Fillalsa ſeconded, with no lefſe braverie. In, emu. 
lation of theſe, cameinthe Marqueſle of T oral, chicfe 
of :the Guzmans, and Don Antonio Moſeoſo, Dow 
Dieeo de Silua, Marqueſle de 0rav;, and the Count de 
Villaflor ending this Squadron. They had rich open 
flecues, blacke Feathers ſtrip with (gold, Ribbons 
and Capes of blacke Sattin; embroidered with Gold, 
and cut ypon filuer tynſell. 
Moyte-Rey'gaue occaſion of new commendation 
and praiſe, with the Marqueſle of Camaraſa. an En- 
counter of equall brauerie., who were ſeconded by 
Don Inan Carlos de Guzman, and the Count of Salya- 


fierra, de Onate,and Don Pedro de Cardenas and Anzu- 


lo, the illuſtrous de Fromeſta, & Don Inaw Eraſes, fini- 
ſhing the Squadron: all as gallant in their appearance, 
as ready and expert vpon their Gynnets. Their Li- 
ucric was white Sattin emboſſed with Gold, & black

powhcings , Mylan Bonnets, and blacke Plumes, 


There followed the Squadron of the Marques of 


Caſtel-Rodriro, who ran with the Duke de H yar, with 
ſuchequall valourand vvorthineſſe, thar one could 
hardly iudge,whether it were one or twothatran, Dow 
Lorenzo de Caſiro, and Don Dionis de Faro Portugals, 
followed, the Marques of Orellana,and Don Baltazar 
de Ribera. This Squadzon ending in the Count de R2- 
cla,and the Marques of Almazan. Their Liuery was 
of greene Sattin, imbroidered with filuer, the lining 


of Cloth of Siluer, and faire Bonnets, adorn'd yvith . d 


darke tawnie Plumes. 
The Duke of Seſſaes Squadron followed this, who 
ratine with Doxz Luys Vanegas, A Poſentador CHaior,, 


Ditges de Guzman, the Count de Cabra, and Don Ina 
de Cordoua ending the Squadron,aduancing the equa- 
liric of theirfirſt encommeer, Their Liuery was ver 
laſtrous, Sea-water grecne Sattin, imbroidered vith 
Stluer and blacke, blacke Plurmes, ſtrip'r with white, 
and faire andrich fleeues. | 

Laſt of all, for the laſt feruice of ſuch Royall begin- 
nings;and Princely progreſſions, there ranne the Duke 
of Cea;and the Prince of Eſquitache ; the Duke bare 
himſelfe brauely,8the Prince accompanicd his own 
noble diſpoſition, with martiall dexteritic , de Penna- 


fel,and de alle ſeconded them, a worthy emulation 
of ſuch Precedents : rhe Counts de Mejorada , and de 


Cantillan imitated them : this Squadron ending, in 
Xubaiquinto,and Don Chriſtoudl de Gabiria ; {o ſpeciall 


both dextrouswirhyalour, and valorous with dexte-. 
ritie, who wereſeconded, by the Lord de Szeros, Don. 
Franciſco de Cordowa, Don 'L.ewis de Rojas, and Don 
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2rutiner , 2s vpon any occafion hee hath ever mani- 
fefted : Their Liuerie was of blue Sattin, Cloakeand 
Caſſocke imbroidered with drafts, and raifings of fil 
uer, {pots of blacke Silke and Siluer , with the-lining 
of Cloth of Siluer, blue Turbants with ſecing glaſſes 
(a witty conceit, becauſe in the glafſe ofcueryend and 
concluſton, we may behold the worthinefle of begin- 
nings) their Plumes were bluc, large , and luſtrous, 
which on this day were ſo many 1a number, as"it 
ſcemes incredible rhey could cuer light vpon rhem, 
thoughnot ſufficient to write ſuch-magnificent Feſti- 
uities as this, yet enow to blaze the Fame hereof to all 
the vyorld. After they had quarter'd out the place 
backe to backe,and ranne along the (ides thereof,they 
yvent toichange Horſes , and take in hand their Tar- 
gets, making their windings and diuiſtons: The par. 
tics being diuided into fiue Squadrons, for each one, 
his Maieſtic conducting ſome, and the Duke of Cee 
the reft. The Canes were runne, as beeing guided by 
ſuch a Maſter : for certainly. without allowing herein 
of any flatterie,or affetion of a SubicR, rhis Maicſtic 
ranne the beſt of them all, andthe Lord 1»fante Don 
Carlss, ſhewed himſclfe to be truely his Brother. The - 
Duke of Cea, deljuered the'Canes tothe King, vvith. 
that obſcruance which becomes. a- SubieQ to his 

Prince. The whole place brake forth into generall 

acclamations: May his Maieſtie line louzg and many 

yeeres, and London queſtionleſſe would now re-eccho to 

our ſounds, ſceing his Maieſtie made this Trinmphant 

Show to hononr her Prince, and in:4 time of ſuch Ves 

hement heats , thouzh this very day it was ſome-whats 

qualified, The Feltwutie __ and his Maicſtic "= 
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his Highneſſe returned to the Counteſſes houſe; 
where they refreſhed and-comforted themſelues with 
thoſe ſweet meates , which before were left ſtanding 
on the Table; cating none of the hot meat which was 
pg -being aboundant and good; There vvas 

drink allow d.This Bounty continuing fromthe 
morning till nighr, with three Butteries,jor-Cellars, a- 
boundantly furniſhed. The Queeneand the Lady 1x- 
Faxt4 rerurned to the Court, with the Lord 1»favte 
Cardinall;and his Maieftic,and the Lord 1»fante Car- 

tos, to the Pannaderia,to bring home the Pxrtycs 
of War ns, who cntertaincd theſe fa- 
uours., with the ſame reſpec, and 
louc they deſeru'd.
